Of THE CABINET 


I^eiigtby Discussion Held by the 
President and His Adfisors— 
Answer to General Reye.s* 
May be Made Toniorrow.

Washington, Dck?, 29.—At a meeting of 
the cabinet this afternoon the Panama 
.situation was the principal .subject con­ 
sidered. All members of the cabinet ex­ 
cept Sec*retar>' Hay, who is ill. Secretary 
Shaw and Attorney General Knox, who 
are out of the city, w*ere present. 
The 
meeting was one of the longest held for 
several weeks, the session consuming two 
hour.s. At the conclusion of the meeting 
the members were not coïAmunicative, but 
it was learned th at in addition to the dis­ 
cussion of m atters relating to Panama, 
several departmental m atters of minor 
importance were considered. Secretary 
Root was delayed nearly half an hour in 
his arrival at the meeting, having been 
in conference with General Reyes, special 
representative of Colombia. 
This cir­ 
cumstance''“ caused It to transpire that 
during the illness of Hay, Root has been 
designated by the president to conduct thd 
negotiations of this government with Gen­ 
eral Reyes. Root laid before the presi­ 
dent the details of his Interview with 
the Colombian minister. 
Careful con­ 
sideration was given the Colombian note 
filed with the state department by Reyes, 
but it can be said no ansvi’er yet has 
been made to it. 
The note was sub­ 
mitted by the Colombian minister In 
Spanish, 
Some delay was, encountered 
in translation of the document, but fin­ 
ally translation was 
laid 
before 
the 
president and Secretary Root for con­ 
sideration. 
Root informed Reyes this 
afternoon the reply of this government 
was not ready, but that it would bo 
given him as soon as possible. 
Root 
will give the rssponse to Reyes when a 
decision as to its precise nature hall 
have been reached^. 
No Intimation of 
contents of Rej'es* note or of a reply of 
this government is given from- any au- 
thoritive source. 
It is known, however, 
the administration re ^ rd s ratification of 
the treaty with Panam a as the first 
step to be taken iu the entire iJending 
m atter. "WTiat this government may do 
subsequently will be determined at least 
in part b*j' circumstances then surround­ 
ing the case. Just now it Ls said auth­ 
oritatively there is nothing in the situa­ 
tion to arou.se serious concern. 


Reyes has ndt indicated to Root w’hat 
his intentions are regarding his future 
movements. 
It is presumed he will re­ 
main in Washington at least until the 
reply of the T'nited States to his note 
shall hav'e been presentetl, but so far 
as can l>e ascertained nothing definite 
Is known as to his Intentions,

The county 
authorities took up the matter, but failed 
to convict any one, it being stated that 
the guilty men were employed in the con­ 
struction of the bridge at Thebes and had 
skipped out after the lynching.

Chicago, Dec. 29,—A positive refu.sal to 
arbitrate was the decision of the point as­ 
sociations of liverymen to day on th^ prc- 
IK>sal submitted by the striking livery 
drivers. The strikers asked that adjust­ 
ment of the whole difficulty be placed in 
the hands of former members of the Chi­ 
cago board of arbitration. The reason giv­ 
en by livery owners for refusal of the 
proposition of the men was that the se­ 
lection of arbitrators by the drivers gave 
the employers no voice In the matter.

can and other interests. 


San Domingo, DtM*. 2i>.—The city of San 
Domingo is agai^ being barricaded, this 
time against forces of the new provis­ 
ional government foundetj a t Azurtk de 
Cojppostela by General Pelletier, which 
arc marching on the capital. The finan­ 
cial* position of aiorales* government is 
bad. 
Officials find it difficult to obtsdn 
rations for soldiers, 
American Minister 
Powell, who had been living in the suburb 
has been compelled to move the legation 
inside the city boundary. President Mo­ 
rales returned here last night. He found

The law with rc-ferenee to fraternal 
bi*netlciary insuratico of this state i.s v>-*ry 
simple anil íh of comparatively recent ori­ 
gin. 
All fraternal insiirance is of com­ 
paratively recent origin and wa.s brought 
about as all things of nece.ssity are— 
from the absolute need of .such insur­ 
ance. 
The legislature of the state of 
lüinois in li®3 pa.s.sed an act providing 
for the organization and management of 
fraternal beneilclary .societies 
for 
the 
purpose of hirni.^hinii: life jndemnitj’ to 
bt>neflciari»?.s- of - <lecou»<ed member.*^, cíe. 
TJiis act provide.M that eacii .such .so­ 
ciety sluill have a lodge i;y.-<tem, with ritu* 
ali.stic form of work or rei/rc.scniatlvc 
form of Rovornmenl and may make pro- 
visibnii for payment of beueflts in ca.se 
of dlsahility and death, or of cither, re­ 
sulting from either di.scase, accident or 
o1(i age of'^its members. 
The payment 
of sucli benf^s in all cases being .sub­ 
ject to compliance by the members with 
tho constitution, mica and laws of the 
soeietj'. The fund from which the pay­ 
ment of such benefits shall bo made, and 
the fund from which the expenses of 
puch. societj' ühall be defrayed, shall be 
derived from assessments or dues col­ 
lected from its members. 
Payment of 
death benefit.s shall only be oiad^ to the 
farailje.s. heirs, bloo^-l relations, aSfianced 
husbaiiii or affianced wife of. or persons 
'iependnni. upon, the member; provided, 
tiiat fhe member having‘no wife or chil­ 
dren living, may. with the consent of the 
.society, make a charitable institution 
his ben> Hi lary, etc. tt also provides that 
s'Oijieties not organized under the law of 
thi.s state may do business |n this state 
by complying with the laws 
of 
this 
stato relativ*e to such insurance. It fur­ 
ther provides that every such society do­ 
ing bu-siness in thi.s state .shall, on or 
before the 1st day of March of each year 
make and file with the auditor of public 
accounts of thi.s .state, a report of its 
affair.s and operations during the 5'ear 
ending on the 31st day of December im­ 
mediately preceding, together 
with 
copy of its eoh.‘^titution and by-laws then 
in force, which annual report shall be 
in lieu of all other reports required of 
other Insurance companies. It specifical­ 
ly specifies what the report .shall contaitt, 
provides for the manner of organization 
and provides that the limit of the age 
for applicants shall not exceed .sixty 
years, and that mi*dical examination shall 
be retj.uired, together with a great many 
fither safeguard.s that are thrown arbunil 
thp orjranization of .«such societies. It al<o 
provide.? that .such societies ^shall not 
f'mploy paid aecnt? in .¿olloiting or pro­ 
curing member.s, except in the organiza­ 
tion or buildine: up of subordinate lodges, 
or granting mcmber.s

It exempts the 
beneilts and relief fimds from legal pro- 
ces.«5, such ais garnishment and attach 
ment, etc.

his obligations thereunder may be, and

In fraternal Insurance.* the<rule fs some-

At the beginning of the coming year a 
new rate of a.<»essments goes into effect. 
Thfire has been with this, as ther*.* is 
With all changes In matters of this kind, 
a ini.sapprehenston as to what tho ef­ 
fect of tho new rate.s are. Some arc of 
the opinion that it is w'hat is known as 
the “step rate,” and will Increase i'ear 
by year so long as the person is a mem­ 
ber. 
Othersr are of the opinion that 
when tite new rate goes into elTect, the 
a-s.-ie.^.sini'nts must be paid with reference 
to the age of the assured, or member, at 
the beginning of the year 19001. Both of 
thoHe are erroneous conceptions of the 
new law.

ser-smont.s or the raise of rate.s, it would

to

whole syiitcm and have its charter for- 
feited. 
I take it that it is not the de­ 
sire of any member of this organ^ation 
to place the organization in this condi­ 
tion, and that each member is willing to 
pay his fair pro rata .share to keep up the 
the organization and to help the thou- 
siuids and tens of thousands of widow.?

The pro­ 
gram was introduced by a paper writ­ 
ten by Mrs, Albert Baldwin on the 
“Music and the Theatre of ITolhuirl.” 
In thi.s subject h to be found a great 
deal of early musical history and in 
thi.s paper !^trs. Baldwin made men­ 
tion of the first Dutch school of mu­ 
sic which wa.s organized in the eighth 
century and was under the tuition of 
Italian masters during the time of 
Pope Adrian I. 
In the ninth cen­ 
tury Holland produced a noted com­ 
poser, Iluchlwld, a monk who :made 
great changes in the music of his day, 
arranging time by giving notes a val­ 
ue, and also gave to liis people the 
“Orgahum,’^ which is the oldest form 
of music written in harmonies. The 
reason that more of »the Dutch com- 
posers w'orks have not been publishc*d 
was because of the fabulous price 
asked for printing in the Nether­ 
lands. 
The real Dutch songs have 
almost been forgotten and only a few 
of them are knowni to day.

The censorship even pursues the 
unfortunate .editor after it ejects 
him. 


One eminent conductor of a sci­ 
entific journal who was dismissed 
at the instance of the censor is prac­ 
tically condemned to starve or emi­ 
grate. All the papers and publish­ 
ers in Russia are forbidden to ac­ 
cept “copy? from him.

Mrs. Josephine Lomelino, 
aged 
resident of thw coithty, fell dead on 
ithe sidewalk iâ front of Hatch’s 
drug store ^esday morning. Mrs. 
Lomelino, who has resided a mile and 
a half north of the city, arose at the 
usual time Tuesday morning and lat­ 
er came to tho city and. attended to 
various mÀtter^s of business. 


About 11:30 o’clock as Mrs. Lome- 
lino reached tho Hatch drug store, 
without warning, she fell prostrate 
upon the. pavement.

J. Lomelino, of Battle Creek, Mich.

PreMerfinir tlie Forentii. 


The national bureau of forestry bfts 
been exceptionally active, and Its w’ork 
Is moving along such lines as involve 
not only the economical management 
of the public forests, but asi w’ell the 
general introduction of methods of re­ 
forestation of private forests. Instead 
of careless and wasteful lumbering, as 
has been in vogue in the past, the secre­ 
tary believes that owners of forests 
will gradually recognize that at a slight 
additional cost per acre lumbering op­ 
erations can be so conducted as to 
make tho forests an everlasting, source 
of income. In other words, forests can 
be farmed and annual crops of lumber 
produced therefrom and at the same 
time oonscr\’'ing the nation’s water sup­ 
ply and checking the disastrous effects 
of windstorms, which have, owing to 
the denudation of great areas, been in­ 
creasing year by year. The forestry 
bureau has also given much attention 
to tree planting, resulting in an aggre­ 
gate aforestation of great areas. 


Farm Poaltrr* 


The farmer is the real fancier by na­ 
ture and location, says T. E. Orr. All 
he needs to do is to rid bis premises of 
all oddities in the feathered line. Kil?, 
eat or sell every specimen not know'n 
to be pure bred of his chosen variety/ 
and he has made a good stride on the 
road to success as a fancier. So soon as 
his nelgbbors ami e^en the passersby 
see a flock of hens in his fields “as 
much alike as peas in a pod’’ they will 
respond to this effective advertisement 
and stop to bny breeding birds or eggs 
for hatching. 


He does not need to build expensive 
poultry houses or high fences to keep 
his varieties from getting mixed. If he 
has but the one variety the mixing of 
these Is not dangerous. lact me urge 
for the farmer some pure bred variety 
and but one. Two yeara? careful expe­ 
rience will convince him that he can­ 
not afford to go back to the mixed flock 
of a dozen different characteristics and 
colors.
